Due In Few Years lf 
OPA Is Voted Out 


COLUMBUS, May I — Get set 
a depression in six or seven 
years 
if the 
senate passes 
the 
house-amended OPA bill, a price 
control expert on the staff of Ohio 
State University warned today. 
Professor Clifford L. James of 
the economics department would 
not predict the length or intensity 
* of the depression but said “we cer­ 
tainly will have some kind of re­ 
c e ssio n .M 
“We are in the process of mod­ 
erate price inflation right now.'* 
Professor Jam es stated. “The most 
feasible thing to do would be to 
continue the OPA for at least one 
more year.** 
If the senate passes the bill as 
it now stands — ‘‘emasculated by 
the houae”—there will be a "rath­ 
er rapid and substantial” increase 
in prices for the next three or four 
4|years. James said. 
“At 
the end 
of that 
period,” 
Jam es continued, “prices will level 
off generally but some will con­ 
tinue to rise, such as residential 
housing.” 
James explained that the level­ 
ing off would come in durable con­ 
sumers goods such as refrigerators, 
electric irons and vacuum clean­ 
ers. 
"At the end of six or seven 
jiyears we certainly will have some 
kind of recession with the good 
possibility of a real slump.” James 
declared. 
"But how long the slump or re­ 
cession would last is very proble­ 
matical 
because we don’t 
know 
what the government or business 
men would do to so’ve the prob­ 
lem,” he said. 
If the OPA is continued for one 
more year, Jam es said it should 
41 "pay more attention to profits 
and attem pt to slow down "inevit- I 
able price Increases.” 
"The OPA already has found out 
th at it cannot escape granting 
more profits to 
manufacturers,” 
Jam es said, "but th# role of OPA 
should be to make the Increases 
gradual and to slow them down ” 
During the one year that OPA Is 
continued, Jsm es said that people 
on fixed Income* and salaries gen- 
# erally would tend to buy only ab­ 
solute 
essentials and that 
when 
everyone has them, prices would 
level off. 
“Then the OPA should be lifted 
when the production level reaches 
some figure in a particular pre-war 
period that made for a sound na­ 
tional 
economic picture,” 
James 
said.

handicap. In these cases, av iat­ 
ing, particularly under the arm­ 
pit*, ii eery profuae and there ii 
likely to be an offensive odor. Thia 
condition is known as bromidrosis. 
Various preparations can be 
used to check sweating, but in 
these severe cases such treatment 
gives but slight relief and even 
that is only temporary. X-ray 
treatment ha* been attempted but 
thia does not always work either. 
Gland Operations 
Dr. Keith Kahn of New York 
City, has treated a number of pa­ 
tients with this condition by means 
of an operation in which the glands 
in the armpit, which secrete the 
sweat, are removed. Before doing 
the operation he give* the patient 
a dose of potassium iodide. Then 
the armpit is dusted with starch. 
In from five to fifteen minute* 
iodine appears in the perspiration 
and when this combines with th* 
starch, it makes a blue color. This 
dark-colored area on the skin is 
then outlined with some dye or 
stain. 
Area Varies 
It is interesting that this area 
varies in people among the two 
sexes. In men, the area is inclined 
to be oblong, and in woman oval 
in shape, Th* more limited th* 
area, the greater is the chance for 
relief by means of the operation. 
If th* area is too large, complete 
removal of the glands is not pos­ 
sible. 
Great care must be taken in per- 
forming this operation because if 


too much tissue is removed, a scar 
may form which will limit the 
movement of the arm. Further­ 
more, following removal of the 
tissue, a akin graft must be done 
to prevent deformity. Hence, it is 
only the most active glands which 
are removed at the time of opera­ 
tion. 
In carrying out the operation, 
the hairy region of the armpit! is 
shaved, and antiseptic* such as 
iodine and alcohol are applied. 
After the operation, the wound is 
covered with gauze soaked in 70 
per cent, alcohol and then a dry 
dressing applied which is held in 
place by adhesive tape. 
Dresaing Changes 
On the fourth or fifth day, the 
dressing is changed for the first 
time, and then every other day 
until healing is complete. Healing 
in this region of tho skin is usu­ 
ally slow. 
Following 
operation. 
X - ray 
treatments may be employed, but 
they should be mild and carried 
out by an expert, so as to avoid 
any danger of X-ray bums. 
Of course, such radical treat­ 
ment would appear advisable only 
in the most severe cases of bromi­ 
drosis. Milder cases can be more 
satisfactorily treated in simpler 
ways.
